W AR RLPORT 
It is well known that “war is hell,” but it 
may not l>e so generally realized that the 
situation existing; since the actual fighting 
ended in Europe is hell in hardly less degree. 
Paul Bellamy, editor of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, who has just returned from a Euro­ 
pean tour of observation, makes a heart­ 
breaking report. 
He says it has been “a trip through hell,” 
and his conclusion is that the tragic poet 
Dante, who wrote his tremendous “Inferno,” 
should return to earth and re-write his re­ 
port. 
In 
modern 
vernacular, 
apparently, 
Dante “hadn’t seen anything yet.” Evidently j 
Mr. Bellamy’s fellow -observers agree with 
him. Here is the gist of his conclusions: 
America is thoroughly committed to clean 
up the world job this time. 
The most tragic event in human history, !• 
up to the start of the second world war, was 
when “we ran out on the League of Nations” 
last time. 
Our present army abroad is doing a Hine 
job in an almost impossible situation, but is 
being dismantled too rapidly. 
Germany cannot be handled properly un­ 
der the present four-power arrangement— 
American, British, French and Russian— 
which invites conflicts. 
The Germans as a whole are “entirely un­ 
repentant,” and merely sorry that they lost 
the war. There are many conflicts that need 
straightening out, and the active Nazis are 
“beyond redemption.” 
The food problem may be the most crucial 
of all. People “can live there, but not enjoy 
life; they can drag themselves about, but 
cannot work productively.” 
From such a 
situation, naturally come, and may long con­ 
tinue, evils of many kinds. 


NEW EYES FOR OLD 
A new kind of bank is slowly gaining 
recognition—the Eye Bank for Sight Resto­ 
ration. The purpose is to collect and preserve 
healthy corneal tissue from human eyes to 
replace those of the blind who have lost their 
sight through injury or disease of the cornea, 
but whose eyes otherwise are sound. The 
bank, operating more widely in New York 
than any other state, has the cooperation of 
eight hospitals and several nationally known 
ophthalmologists. At present, corneas can be 
preserved only three days, though research 
is under way to prolong preservative meth­ 
ods. 
Funds are being raised to establish 
scholarships in loading medical schools to 
promote knowledge of the highly technical 
surgery involved. 
Living persons may will their eyes, on 
their death, to this purpose, though in some 
states it is necessary for the next of kin to 
give consent as well. 
Of the quarter of a million blind in this 
country, it is estimated that 10,IKK) of them 
have defects that would permit this sight 
restoration. 
Here is another chapter starting in med­ 
ical rehabilitation of human beings. Science 
is turned to new services for mankind. If 
man were only smart enough to harness all 
science to constructive use for himself, in­ 
stead of destructive, life would be more 
worth living.

HEMORRHOIDS 


A few years ago operation w as the flsual method 
of treatm en t of hemorrhoids (piles) with full pre­ 
paration for operation- anaesthetic, surgeon 
and 
assistant surgeon, weeks in hospital, loss of tim e for 
work. Today we see hundreds of thousands of cases 
treated by injection—no anaesthetic, no 
hospital 
stay, no loss of time from work. 
lhe question arises as to why are not all cases 
of hemorrhoids treated by injection. 
Because the injection m ethod is so simple, in the 
early days m any hemorrhoids were injected that 
were not suitable for injection. In other words while 
all cases of hemorrhoids can he treated by surgery, 
only w hat are called “internal" hemorrhoids can 
be treated by injection. 
It was the

outer or external hemorrhoids that caused com­ 
plications anti put the injection method into ill- 
reput e for a time.

H em orrhoids well up (two inches or m ore) in­ 
side the bowel can be injected with one or other 
of the various hardening solutions which destroys 
them. The injecting is done in the surgeon's office, 
thus, as stated alune, doing away with operation, 
hospital stay, and loss of*time from work. An in­ 
jection once a week or oftener will destroy the 
usual num ber of hemorrhoids present in a few 
weeks. 
1'he tendency to varicose veins runs in some 
families and to hemorrhoids often in those with a 
sluggish liver and gall bladder W here there is a 
tendency to varicose veins, the stools should be kept 
soft by eating plenty of fruit and vegetables. This 
prevents constipation which, hy causing 'th e in­ 
dividual to strain at stool, puts pressure on the 
vapins and causes hemorrhoids 
Despite the fact 
that paraffin or mineral oil m ay prevent “ full” ab­ 
sorption of all the vitamins from the food, it does 
help to prevent hemorrhoids by lubricating

WAR REPORT 


It is well known that "war is hell," but it ! 


may not l)c so generally realized that the 
situation existing since the actual fighting 
ended in Europe is hell in hardly less degree. 
Paul Bellamy, editor of the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, who has just returned from a Euro- 
pean tour of observation, makes a heart- 
breaking report. 


He says it has been "a trip through hell," 


and his conclusion is that' the tragic poet 
Dante, who xvrote his tremendous "Inferno," 
should return to ea,rth and re-write his re- 
port. In modern vernacular, apparently, 
Dante "hadn't seen anything yet." Evidently 
Mr. Bellamy's fellow-observers agree with 
him. 
Here is the gist of his conclusions: 


America is thoroughly committed to clean 


up the world job this time. 


The most tragic event in human history, 


up to the start of the second world war, was 
when "we ran out on the League of Nations" 
last time. 


Our present army abroad is doing a-fine 


job in -an almost impossible situation, but is 
being dismantled too rapidly. 


Germany cannot be handled properly un- 


der the present four-power arrangement— 
American, British, French and 'Russian— 
which invites conflicts. 


The Germans as a whole are "entirely un- 


repentant," and merely sorry that they lost 
the war. There are many conflicts that need 
straightening out, and the active Nazis are 
"beyond redemption."

of all. People "can live there, but not enjoy 
life; they can drag themselves about, but 
cannot work productively." From such a 
situation, naturally come, and may long con- 
tinue, evils of many kinds. 


NEW EYES FOR OLD 


A new kind of bank is slowly gaining 


recognition—the Eye Bank for Sight Resto- 
ration. The purpose is to collect and preserve 
healthy corneal tissue from human eyes to 
replace those of the blind who have lost their 
sight through injury or disease of the cornea, 
but whose eyes otherwise are sound. The 
bank, operating more widely in New York 
than any other state, has the cooperation of 
eight hospitals and several nationally known 
ophthalmologists. At present, corneas can be 
preserved only three days, though research 
is under way to prolong preservative meth- 
ods. Funds are being raised to establish 
scholarships in leading medical schools to 
promote knowledge of the highly technical 
surgery involved. 


Living persons may will their eyes, on 


their death, to this purpose, though in some 
states it is necessary for the ne.xt of kin to 
give consent as well. 


Of the quarter of a million blind in this 


country, it is estimated that 10,000 of them 
hare defects that would permit this sight 
restoration.

private individuals banded together to enforce their 
private judgments. It appears in John L. Lewis's 
strike, which is unlike other strikes in that 
he 


risks the country in pursuit of private feuds. 
It 


appears in the threatened railroad strike in which 
the decision of government is flouted by political 
threats. 


It is too easy to blame all this upon ths unions. 


For 14 years now, they have been encouraged to 
believe that the will of their leaders is the 
law. 


They have been in alliance with government; they 
have 
been able to control the Congress. 
They 


have made the law. Government 
bureaus 
have 


substituted the fiat of norsonal arrangements for 
the impartiality of law enforcement. 
Labor lead- 


ers have raised huge campaign funds to punish of- 
ficials who show any independence of thought' and 
its expression, and every effort 
to make them 


legally accountable even to their own members 
has failed. 
They have organized and maintain a 


Communist Fifth Column in important government 
departments and such a bloc exists in scant dis- 
guise, even in the Senate and the House. 


The opposition to the domination of our govern- 


ment has been scant and sporadic. 
Occasionally 


organizations of business, such as

National 


Association of Manufacturers and the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, attempted to state 
the American case to the American people, but it 
has been done, on the whole, with fear and trem- 
bling, because the power of government is great 
and the courage of individuals is weak.

crackpots, K.K.K.'ers, Hoover Republicans. 
Per- 


sonal and commercial boycotts were pursued. Few 
could take the beating. I have seen upright Amer- 
icans flinch before the lies heaped upon them and 
repeated until they came to be believed even by 
their friends and families. One by one, brave men 
checked in their courage and forgot their country. 
The leadership of patriotism has become astonish- 
ingly thin. 


There was a period in American history when 


new and growing corporations—then, our infant 
industries—pursued courses not unlike those today 
pursued by Hillman and Murray and Lewis and 
Petrillo. But the country was young and fresh and 
patriotic. 
The energy of those 
who 
organized 


"trusts" and corrupted government was harnessed 
in the national interest by legislation and honest 
administration. 


It was the people who did that, wisely, through 


Congress. 
And it was sound and patriotic states- 


manship that did that. When Theodore Roosevelt 
faced a coal strike, he put the national interest 
first. He won the strike: The United States won 
that strike. 
Theodore Roosevelt knew American 


history; his generation had not yet been educated 
by a wishy-washy intellectual internationalism into 
ignorance of their own country, its traditions and 
advantages. 
Americans then loved America—and 


the one who did not was a pariah for all men to 
curse anci spu upon. 


It is easy to pick out Petrillo and Lewis to make 


them whipping-boys for the sins of all of us. But 
we are all responsible. We have all sinned, and we 
are now paying for our sins. 
We have betrayed 


the fair lady, Liberty, for the Jezebel, government- 
guaranteed Security.

Warns Against 
Removing Tonsils 
Jn Hot Weather 


New York, May 13—American 
parents were warned today by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis to avoid, if possible, the) 
emoval of children's tonsils b £ - 
ore and during the hot summer 
months, when poliomyelitis epi­ 
demics are most prevalent. 
The Foundation cited results of 
a recent study, made at the Uni­ 
versity of Utah Medical School, 
which analyzed incidence of infec­ 
tion among children during the 
1943 Utah polio epidemic in rela­ 
tion to prior tonsillectomies. 
Results showed th a t children be­ 
tween three and 16 years of age 
were 2.62 times more vulnerable 
to polio infection after a recent 
tonsillectomy 
than 
the 
general 
child population. 
The group also 
was discovered to be 16 times 
more vulnerable to a more severe 
type polio infection than the av­ 
erage. 
It was found th at 4,139 tonsil­ 
lectomies were perform ed among 
U tah's 186,000 children while the 
epidemic 
was 
in 
its 
ascending 
phase in July, August and Septem­ 
ber of 1943. 
The incidence of polio infection 
among the tonsillectomized chil­ 
dren was 0.404 per cent, against 
0.152 for the general child popula­ 
tion. 
Dr. John A. Anderson, of the 
Medical School, 
said the study 
confirms similar findings by other 
investigators, 
that 
"acute polio­ 
myelitis occurs more often among 
recently 
tonsillectomized 
chil­ 
dren.”
